OFFICER  OF  HEALTH  FOR  THE  YEAR 
ENDED  31ST  DECEMBER  9  1963 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Strood  Rural  District  Council , 

Mr,  Chairman,  Mrs,  Wright  and  Gentlemen, 

The  annual  report  on  the  state  of  health  of  the  area  of  the 
Rural  District  Council  is  prepared  in  accordance  with  the  Ministry 
of  Health  Circular  1 /6k  and  includes  details  of  the  sanitary 
circumstances  and  administration  of  the  district. 

Comment  is  recorded  on  the  vital  statistics  and  other  public 
health  matters  as  they  presented  themselves  during  the  year  under  review. 

While  the  officers  of  the  Health  Department  have  a  primary 
responsibility  for  control  of  infectious  disease  in  the  comnrunity 
and  must  remain  alert  to  the  challenge 9  their  main  task 9  as  always 9 
is  the  routine  one  of  promoting  environmental  hygiene  now  recorded 
in  more  detail  within  the  report  which  also  indicates,  the  diversity 
of  their  duties. 

Throughout  the  year  the  gypsies  at  Fairmount  Caravan  Site* 

Oobham  retained  pre-eminence  as  the  major  matter  of  public  health 
interest 9  although  constituting  little  threat  to  the  health  of  the 
adjoining  village  community.  During  the  early  months  of  the  year 
the  gyp sies  had  to  contend  with  the  very  severe  winter  and  the 
conditions  generally  on  the  site  deteriorated  markedly. 

Accumulations  of  all  forms  of  rubbish  became  commonplace  and 
damage  to  the  communal  washing  and  toilet  facilities  was  extensive. 
Although  the  officers  of  the  Health  Department  visited  the  site 
regularly  and  succeeded  from  time  to  time  via  the  Gamp  Manager  in 
organising  disposal  of  refuse 9  one  could  only  claim  temporary 
improvement « 

^he  Rural  District  Council  made  representations  to  the  County 
Council  and  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  and  also 
sent  deputations  who  stressed  in  particular  the  long  term  programme 
of  rehabilitation  and  education  essential  to  effect  an  improvement  - 
however 9  no  useful  purpose  was  served  by  these  exercises  other  than 


o 
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a  ventilation  of  the  problem* 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  the  Council  set  up  a  site  for 
12  caravans  at  Cuxton  and  profiting  by  their  experience  at  Cobham 
provided  individual  toilet  facilities  for  each  family  as  well  as 
electric  light 9  laundry  rooms  and  refuse  holders  -  all  at  reasonable 

rental  0 

The  twelve  families  were  selected  from  the  main  gypsy  camp 
which  had  its  licence  amended  from  the  original  50  caravans  to  38 » 

OTHER  PUBLIC  HEALTH  MATTERS 

Animal  Boarding  Establishments  Act9  1963  came  into  operation  on 
1st  January 9  1964a  The  Act  requires  the  licensing  by  the  local 
authority  of  any  premises  where  cats  or  dogs  are  accommodated  as  a 
business*  The  four  boarding  establishments  in  the  area  of  the 
District  Council  were  inspected  and  found  satisfactory* 

Meat  Inspection  Regulations  1963  came  into  operation  on 
1st  Octobers,  1963*  The  Act  among  other  matters  requires  that  all 
meat  at  a  slaughterhouse  must  be  inspected  and  not  removed  from  the 
slaughterhouse  until  this  has  been  done  and  marked  fit  for  human 
consumption  0 

The  operation  of  the  Act  involved  the  Public  Health  Inspectorate 
in  further  duty  outside  normal  working  hours  as  the  throughput  increased 
but  for  several  years  the  ideal  of  lOQffo  inspection  of  carcases  at  the 
slaughterhouse  had  been  routine  accomplishment* 

ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 

The  kilns  at  on©  of  the  cement  works  in  the  district  ceased  to 
operate  but  owing  to  their  situation  on  the  river  front  the  adjoining 
City  area  gained  most  benefit  from  the  cessation  of  high  level  emission* 
The  works  continued  solely  for  the  grinding  and  bagging  of  clinker* 

HOUSING  ACT  1957  Pour'  houses  were  dealt  with  by  Closing  Order  as 

unfit  for  human  habitation  and  seven  of  a  similar 
category  by  demolition  order* 

Apart  from.  Cliffe  Woods  area  which  was  the  subject 
of  a  comprehensive  report  9  and  where  there  may  be 
upwards  of  20  unfit  properties  when  detailed 
inspection  of  all  the  properties  in  the  area  is 
undertaken 9  there  now  only  remain  a  few  small 
pockets  of  unfit  properties  as  well  as  individual 
unfit  houses  for  further  action*
